AUSTRIAN ARCHDUKE'S 
COMMAND SURROUNDED 
AND MUST SURRENDER 


Troops of General Wurm Also Face Capture 


or Annihilation-Austrian Defeat is Turned 


! Into a Debacle With Italian Horse Artillery, 


Cavalry and Infantry Mercilessly Decimat- 
ing Hun Ranks 


LOXDOX, JVNE 25.—"The troops of Archduke 


Joseph and Gou. AVurm have been surrounded and must 
surrender or tbey will be annihilated." the correspondent 
of the Giornale 1)'Italia today wired 1'rom the front, ac- 
cording to an Exchange Telegraph despatch from "Home. 


Earlier reports received over night had emphasized 


the crushing manner in which the Austrians have been de- 
feated. 
The magnitude of the Italians victory grows 


more apparent with every fresh report. 
The Austrian re- 


treat has been tumd into virtually a debacle. 


Italian cavalry that x.-rossetl to the eastern bank of the 


Piave has pursued the retreating Austrians mercilessly. 
Italian infantry divisions pressed on close behind the 
cavalry and the fleeing Austrians were given no chance to 
reassemble their forces. 


Thousands of Austriaus have been killed in their re- 


treat. 
The Italians have advanced over ground literally 


covered with bodies of Austrian soldiers. 
The Italians 


have rushed horse artillery forward at great speed and 
the big guns have played havoc in the ranks of the Aus- 
trians.
